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Summary of the Proposed Amendments to Regulation

The Department of Taxation (department) proposes to repeal numerous sections of these

regulations.

Result of Analysis
The benefits likely exceed the costs for all proposed changes.

Estimated Economic Impact

The department proposes to repeal Sections 10 through 50 of these regulations. These
sections have been rendered obsolete by the House Bill 5018 passed during the 2004 General
Assembly Special Session. When there is a difference between the Code of Virginiaand
regulations, the Code of Virginiaapplies. Thus, the repeal will be beneficial since the current

obsolete information in the regul ations is misleading.

Businesses and Entities Affected

The proposed repeal of these regulations will not significantly affect businesses and
entities.
Localities Particularly Affected

No localities are particularly affected.

Projected Impact on Employment

The proposed repeal of these regulations will not affect employment.
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Effects on the Use and Value of Private Property

The proposed repeal of these regulations will not significantly affect the use and value of
private property.

Small Businesses: Costs and Other Effects

The proposed repeal of these regulations will not significantly affect small businesses.

Small Businesses: Alternative Method that Minimizes Adverse Impact

The proposed repeal of these regulations will not significantly affect small businesses.

Legal Mandate

The Department of Planning and Budget (DPB) has analyzed the economic impact of this
proposed regulation in accordance with Section 2.2-4007.H of the Administrative Process Act
and Executive Order Number 21 (02). Section 2.2-4007.H requires that such economic impact
anaysesinclude, but need not be limited to, the projected number of businesses or other entities
to whom the regulation would apply, the identity of any localities and types of businesses or
other entities particularly affected, the projected number of persons and employment positions to
be affected, the projected costs to affected businesses or entities to implement or comply with the
regulation, and the impact on the use and value of private property. Further, if the proposed
regulation has adverse effect on small businesses, Section 2.2-4007.H requires that such
